Chair For Murder of Mrs. Sarah Brennan 


Last April—Exonerates Husband 


In Final Statement. 


Woman Is Composed by a Night of Prayer and Walks Fear- 


lessly to Death Chamber After Bidding Spouse Affectionate 


Farewell — Is Second Female to Pay Penalty—Death 


Occurs at First Shock, But Two More are Given.

Farmer was ied to the electric eliuir in 
.Auburn prison shortly after ,-ix o'clock 
this morning and executed for the mur- 
der of .Mrs. Sarah lireiman at JJrown- 
lille last. April. 


The execution' of Mrs. Farmer -the 


second inllietion of the death penally on 
n woman hy clectricution in this slate— 
"was effected without 
sensational inci- 


dent. Five women, two of whom were 
prison attendants, were witnesses. Fath- 
er Iliekcy. spiritual adviser of the con- 
demned wonum, following the execution, 
gave out a statement signed by Mrs. 
.Fanner, ill which she declared that, her 
]iiisl>:iml, -Inmost Fanner, was entirely 
innocent and knew nothing of the crime 
until after it hut! been committed. 


Led by Father Hiekey, and with Mrs. 


Dunnigan ami .Miss (iurimin, who have 
:,ttended her constantly since she was 
brought to Auburn prison. Mrs. Farmer 
walked unfalteringly to the dentil chair, 
Jier eyes h a l f closed and clasping a cruci-

stood at her side and oll'ered prayers foi 
the dying.

The final word between them was 
spoken, a last good nye, the weeping 
husband returned to his'cell and the hap- 
less woman led down the narrow corri- 
dor.

Across the prison yards the down or 


more witnesses followed the warden. A 
keeper opened the door loading to tho 
condemned row and the witnesses passed 
along the corridor into the death chain-1 


bcr. 


yuiotly tbc witnesses took their seats. 


The two nurses and Dr. Westfall sat di- 
rectly in front of the chair under in- 
structions of Warden lionlmm that they 
might assist iu adjusting the electrode 
to the limb. State Electrician Davis ar- 
ranged the electric apparatus and then 
Warden Ik-nham nodded to Captain Pat- 
terson. 


There was a low knock at the steel 


door ami a momentary pause and the 
condemned woman was brought iu. the 
priest loading the .way.

dnsjied a crucifix and she murmured un- 
til the ond came: "Jesus, Mary and Jos- 
eph, have mercy on my soul," 


Agony Soon Over. 


It might have been only a few seconds 


before the straps were adjusted, though 
it seomod an interminable period of time 
to tho"o who sat there, 
A spoken word 


from tho state1 electrician and tho at- 
tendants, nurses nnd Warden Ttenljnm 
stepped back from the thick rubber mat 
upon which the death chair is placed. 


The hand of State Electrician Davis 


traced a slow arc with the. switch bo- 
hind the curtain. 
A half spoken pray- 


er wns halted as the condemned woman 
convulsed in. the leather harness that 
hound her to the chair. 


The first contact lasted a, full minute, 


tho voltage ' starting at''1,840 and being 
gradually lowered to two hundred, then 
raised again to the full limit of 1,840 
volts. 
Dr. (ierin and Dr. Spibika, 
ap- 


plied the stethoscope to the heart and 
noted aetion and again the current pass- 
ed through the woman's body, for a peri- 
od of a few seconds. Once more the phy- 
sicians stopped forward and applied the 
test and for the third time the slate 
electrician sent the current through the 
body. 


Woman is Dead. 


The physicians among the state's wit- 


nesses were then called upon one after 
another to examine tho woman, after 
which Warden Bonhum said: 


"The physicians announce that the wo- 


man is dead. You will please return to 
my office and sign the witness roll." 


Dr. (Ierin directed the prison attend- 


ants to remove the body to the autopsy 
room, 
Tho physician said: 


"Mrs. Farmer was killed nl tho first 


contact.

It 
was March a year ago "when they com- 
menced to lay', while this year-'it was in 
February." Last ycar'tliu daily receipts 
nt Chicago-ran up to 3:2,000 dozens per 
day and at present they do not go over 
14,000 to 17,000. Ho declares that eas- 
tern speculators are buying up' all the 
eggs they can get and they pass through 
Chicago. 
The eastern prices are 20 and 


23 cents a dozen. The demand for Eas- 
ter is now on and merchants expect to 
sec the prices advance..

paper and press the soil firmly together 
again. After.10 or'20'minutcs remove the 
Boil and allow the paper to dry.- If the 
dry test paper is. pink or red; compare 
with the original color, the soil is acid 
and needs the grou'nd-limestone,-about 
out! ton per acre, thoroughly mixed with 
the soil.
